As everybody knows, dogs are 
born actors —' and the bigger the 
crowd the better the act they put 
on. All of. you saw the 
Nevada 


County Coon Hunters 
Association 


float in the Third District Live- 
stock Show parade here Tuesday 
. . .the one where the dogs have 
a coon up a tree and are leaping 
and barking at it. 


Well, there were thousands 
of 
people watching the dogs 
right 


then — and they made the 
act 
strictly good. 


But I saw 'em going home 
to 


Prescott after the parade. . . .still 
on the float. . .with the coon still 
up the tree. . .but this time 
no 


one paying hem any attention. 


And the dogs (who probably play 


around with that pet coon 
when 
they get home anyway) were ly- 
ing around the float yawning 
— 


like a tired vaudeville troupe after 
the curtain has gone down and the 
cheering has died away.

example back in 1933 a 
cotton- 


producing city might have had to 
reduce tnc value of its local scrip 
when buying an automobile from 
Detroit;. . .because Detroit, said its 
automobiles were a more desirable 


f item than our cotton, and 
there- 


• fore its scrip 
was 
the 
more 


valuable of the two media of ex- 
change. 


Somehow we have more con- 


fidence in a fellow's protestations 
when we discover that he actually 
voted in the election the way

talked in the campaign. Marshal 
Tito's Yugoslavia has been saying 
some harsh words against Russia, 
and Russia has retaliated in kind 
— but the clincher occurred Tuc- 
day when the United Nations held 


f its election for president. 
Carlos 


P. Romulo of the Phillippines was 
elected. Russia wanted

Clementis, Czech foreigfl minister, 
lor the job. He got only five votes. 
Formerly the Russian Communist 
bloc always polled six votes. They 
arc saying now that

cast its ballot against Russia. And 
that does seem to be a fact. 
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Trade Union 
Threats Bring 
British Crisis 


London, Sept. 21 — (#)— Britain's 
labor government laced a political 
crisis 
in its own ranks today. 


Trade unions threatened to revolt 
against 'higher 
prices 
resulting 


from money devaluation. 


Outside Britain, repercussions of 
the drastic slash 
in the British 


pound's value continued to jolt the 
world's markets. Belgium became 
the 22nd nation 
to 
cheapen 
its 
money 
by 
slicing 'the 
Belgian 


franc's value 12 per cent. 


France proposed to Italy. Hol- 


land and Belgium that the four 
countries 
act together 
to ease 
trade barriers 
and 
make 
their 


currencies freely interchangeable. 


The treat of a British political 


crisis was raised by the general 
council of the trades union con- 
gress, whose -eight million mem- 
bers are the backbone' of the rul- 
ing Labor party, 


.The TUG council — instead of 
endorsing government policy as it 
has in the past — decided 
last 
night it "could not pass .'on 
the 
necessity of devaluation." It called 
for a s s u r a n c e s from economic 
Chief Sir Stafford Cripps that the 
government would maKe every ef- 
fort to limit price rises which will 
be sure to como 
from 
cheaper 
money. 


Observer regarded the TUC re- 


luctance to take a positive stand 
on devaluation as evidence ol a 
split in labor's own ranks. 


TUC leaders so far have backed 
the government's wage-freeze poli- 
cy against heavy pressure 
from 


their rank and file members wno 
have been d e m a n d i n g higher 
wages. 


Now the TCU leaders are on the 
spot. Will they support the govern- 
ment in denying wage boosts and 
run the risk of being tossed out of 
office by their own union mem- 
bers? Or will they finally go along 
for higher wages? 


Cripps has warned 
that wage 


boosts will largely nullify the bcnc- 
[its of devaluation which is aimed 
at selling .'goods at cheaper prices 
in the United States.

Worth was scheduled to testify 
later today.

Crommelin said he had nothing 


to do with preparation of the memo 
and knew of no one else who had 
lent a hand. 


But he read to the court a brief
